Friction May 
Increase Over 
Health Care Bill 

Friction between the 
American Nurses’ Associa¬ 
tion and AMA is expected 
to increase as the contro¬ 
versial Anderson-King bill, 
providing health care under 
Social Security, goes before 
Congress. 

ANA has accused the 
AMA of attempting to 
pressure individual nurses 
into repudiating their or¬ 
ganization’s support of the 
bill. The December issue of 
“RN” quoted an ANA of¬ 
ficial as commenting the 
move was “even to the ex¬ 
tent of threatening repris¬ 
als” against ANA members 
in some states. 

The nursing group says 
their members need the 
bill’s protection, despite 
AMA’s avowal such legisla¬ 
tion is unnecessary. 

The health-care field vir¬ 
tually split over the ad¬ 
ministration - backed bill. 

IAB Will Convene 
July 16 At Chicago 

The 43rd annual meeting 
of the International Associa¬ 
tion of Boards of Examiners 
in Optometry will be held 
July 16-17 at Chicago, two 
days prior to the AOA Con¬ 
gress. 

The announcement followed 
a meeting of the IAB Exami¬ 
nation Committee in Wash¬ 
ington recently. The group 
visited with the AOA staff 
there and with various Con¬ 
gressmen to discuss legisla¬ 
tive matters. 


Student enrollment in op- 
tometric educational institu¬ 
tions in the fall of 1961 rose 
and the number of anticipat¬ 
ed graduates in 1962 fell for 
the third straight year, the 
AOA Council on Optometric 
Education has revealed. 

The Council, quoting the 
Association of Schools and 
Colleges of Optometry’s sta¬ 
tistical report for 1961-62 
school year, disclosed enroll¬ 
ment in 11 accredited U.S. 
and Canadian schools 
reached 1,362. This is an in¬ 
crease of 80 over 1960-61. 

Graduates Drop 

But the Council also re¬ 
ported only 315 graduates 
are expected this year, 10 less 
then 1961 and 65 less than 
the preceding year. A total 
of 710 graduates annually 
are estimated necessary 
merely to keep pace with the 
nation’s expanding popula¬ 
tion. 

Of the 315 graduates, 45 
are expected to be commis¬ 
sioned in the armed forces 
this year to meet military 
needs. 

First-Year Class Rises 

The Association break¬ 
down shows 461 first-year 
students for the 10 U.S. and 
one Canadian accredited in¬ 
stitutions, a jump of 29. One 
hundred and two students 
are involved in graduate and 
special work. 

Eight of the institutions 
showed increases in enroll¬ 


ment ranging from 3 to 43 
students. One school reported 
no change, while two disclos¬ 
ed slight decreases. The lat¬ 
ter were due to the large 
number of graduate and spe¬ 
cial students completing re¬ 
quirements, the Council said. 

“These figures, while en¬ 
couraging due to the increase 
in total enrollment, definitely 
support the U.S. Department 
of Labor report designating 
optometry as one of the ‘cri¬ 
tical shortage’ professions,” 
Council Chairman William 
Greenspon commented. 

Company Advises 
Policy Covers 
Contact Lens Work 

Aetna Casualty and Sure¬ 
ty has advised the Com¬ 
mittee on Contact Lens 
that its professional lia¬ 
bility insurance does in¬ 
clude the fitting and sale 
of contacts in its policies, 
Chairman Maurice Poster 
reports. 

The company, which un¬ 
derwrites a substantial per¬ 
centage of membership cov¬ 
erage, stated its policy “in¬ 
cludes the production or 
reproduction of ophthalmic 
lenses and kindred products 
. . and “we consider a 
contact lens is an ophthal¬ 
mic lens.” 

Dr. Poster said Aetna 
contacted the Committee to 
clarify the matter. 


Fall 

Bills 

Optometry has won the op¬ 
ening rounds in Washington 
legislative battles over aid to 
educational institutions and 
benefits for the blind under 
Social Security. A sharp 
skirmish with organized med¬ 
icine was reported on the lat¬ 
ter. 

The House Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Commit¬ 
tee approved HR 4999, which 
includes optometric educa¬ 
tional institutions in a $1 bil¬ 
lion assistance act. The action 
came after a number of 
changes. 

The bill provides $755 mil¬ 
lion for construction at exis¬ 
ting and new teaching cen¬ 
ters. Another $150 million in 
matching grants is embodied 
to stimulate building im¬ 
provement and equipment of 
health research facilities for 
three more years. 

New Loan Plan 

But the Committee changed 
a scholarship provisio to 
loan plan offering $2,000 per 
year for five years to quali¬ 
fied students. The loans 
would bear low interest rates 
and repayments would cover 
a period of 10 years, with a 
50% forgiveness clause under 
certain circumstances. 

The loan plan reportedly 
will not include students in 
optometry, podiatry, nursing 
and several other fields be¬ 
cause loans are available 
from other sources. (These 
fields are covered by the Na¬ 
tional Defense Student Loan 
Funds.) 

AOA - suggested amend¬ 
ments regarding loan and re¬ 
search facilities were not in¬ 
corporated by the Com¬ 
mittee, but Optometry may 
get a helping hand there*

This is a story about an optometrist in a rut. 
It sounds like a fabricated tale. It is not. It is a 
statement of fact with documented evidence. The 
location is disguised only to avoid embarrassing 
anyone. 

Four years ago, a noted OD visited a former 
roommate while en route to an engagement. It was 
obvious his friend was not doing too well. His of¬ 
fice was unattractive; Rx cards showed a mini¬ 
mum of findings; he did his own edging, mounting, 
etc. There was no assistant. The visitor was 
alarmed, and tactfully “educated” his friend in the 
latest AOA “Practice Management” program— 
complete with 3D slides, methods and stereo 
refraction. 

For a time, there was no mention of the visit. 
Then letters began to evidence new energy and en¬ 
thusiasm. A new office appeared, pathology slides 
were in use; an assistant was hired. After two 
years, the “busiest week in practice” was reported. 
Horizons were broader and self-improvement 
courses were begun. The last letter was dated Jan¬ 
uary, 1962. There was no mention of his practice; 
the letter was full of questions regarding a joint 
trip to International Congress in Europe. 

We won’t insult your intelligence by belabor¬ 
ing the obvious. This man was in a professional 
rut, and he knew it. Thanks to a friend, he did 
something about it. The “something” brought a 
burgeoning practice, financial reward—and pro¬ 
fessional satisfaction. 

Sure, we can rationalize. This OD was in a 
rapidly-growing state; even if the town was a 
small off-the-track community. He had some funds 
to give him the courage to change; maybe, but we 
doubt it. This man had luck; well, perhaps it was 
that. He had enough fortitude to get out of his rut 
and try something new, and that was the differ¬ 
ence between miserable failure and resounding 
success. 


Word to the Wise 

A Philadelphia advertising agency has been 
circularizing optometrists (and others) with an 
offer of an advertising campaign to “increase op¬ 
tical sales.” 

Standard copy for this service reads, “Look 
Where You Will, You’ll Look Best In Glasses By 
(Your Name.)” We need hardly tell any member 
that this is contrary to the Code of Ethics. 

Your state association can best advise you on 
the subject, but we suggest you consider filing 
the material in the round basket by your desk to 
avoid any charge of commercialism.

Aid From HEW 

The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare also 
aided Optometry when the 
measure was being consid¬ 
ered. Asked to provide data 
on ODs, the HEW said ex¬ 
panded demands for service 
will be met in part by medi¬ 
cal doctors but “optometrist 
will continue to supply a sub¬ 
stantial proportion of all eye- 
care services.” 

One of Optometry’s side 
benefits under the Assistance 
Act may be a seat on HEW’s 
Advisory Committee on 
Health Education. The bill, as 
passed, shows Congressional 
recognition of the profes¬ 
sion’s needs, but final deci¬ 
sion on committee members 
is left to HEW. 

Loses Fight 

Medicine lost its fight be¬ 
fore the House Ways and 
Means Committee to limit HR 
10032 (now HR 10606), in¬ 
volving certification of blind¬ 
ness to qualify for Public 
Assistance Aid. 

The AMA and National 
Foundation for Eye Care had 
sought to restrict certifica¬ 
tion to physicians skilled in 
eye disease. However, the 
Committee reportedly voted a 
“clean bill,” leaving in the 
original free choice of physi¬ 
cian or optometrist. 

The measure is expected to 
speed through the House, 
since it contains AMA-fa- 
vored provisions for the 
Kerr-Mills Act. AOA repre¬ 
sentatives intend to keep 
close tabs on its progress.

Expansion of Colorado Optometric Center Planned 


Plans to develop the Colo¬ 
rado Optometric Center, a 
Denver vision care clinic for 
needy persons, were an¬ 
nounced recently by the Colo¬ 
rado Optometric Association 
at a dinner honoring Richard 
L. Haney for his work in es¬ 
tablishing the center. 

COA President T. M. Riley 
said an expanded Association 
staff, under the direction of 
Bernard Schor, will direct 
clinic operations.

Funds will be sought for a 
program which will permit 
new ODs to spend time at the 
clinic for post - graduate 
training to aid them in estab¬ 
lishing their own practices 
later. 

Dr. Riley said another long- 
range goal is to establish a 
center in every major city in 
the state and to construct a 
building in Denver as head- 
quarters for the program.
